* Home,” produces av effect somes hai incongruous with its character. 
Of Mrs. Huby, as Vespina. we do not sacrifice to politeness, in 
epeaking favorably, both as to singing and acting; she has, to be 
sure, One manner, aud that no’ at an immense distance from mono- 
tony, but then we have only happeved to see her in one uovarying 
range of character: her falling asleep appears to delight the audience 
very particularly, and she certainly drops intu the arms of Morpheus 
in a very cngaging way. A morning paper has entered a warm pro- 
test against ber dress, as too much in the harlequin style; we are 
no jadges—should never presume to differ from a lady on so critical 
@ point, but feel disposed to hint acquiescence in the remarks in quese 
tion, Mr. Osbaldistone’s secoud appearacee as Rolamo was very fa- 
vorably ~eceived : he wi!! do weil to remember that his voice, strong 
and deep in its tones, needs to be managed with much skill, in soch uw 
partas Holamo, where there ia mach declamation and little variety, 
He will take a respectable staiion, on the London beards, after going 
though the critical ordeal, of—“ Mr. Osbaldiston was tolerable, bat 
has no claims to a permanent situation ou the London boards—*“ Mr. 
Usbaidiston acted with more talent than we could have expected— 
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is evidently rising, aud with justice in the opinion of the public,” 
and all the other phrases with which a thorough bred critic slowly fol- 
lows popular feeling. Owing 'o a lady falling into hysteric fits, the 
audience was alarmed hy a report of fire, anit was some time before 
order was restored.—'i here was a good house
